Subject.— Issue of licences for raw materials, components and spares to actual 
users both in the large and small scale sectors engaged in industries 
Other than priority industries for the period April 1972 —March 1973. 

No. 71 -ITC(PN)/ 72 . —Attention is invited to paragraph 30 in Section I of the 
Import Trade Control Policy Red Book (Vol. I) for the period April 1972—March 
1973, in terms of which actual users engaged in non-priority industries requiring 
raw materials, components and spares for a value in excess of Rupees One lakh 
are required to produce with their import applications a certificate of production 
and consumption of imported raw materials/components, and stocks of imported 
raw materials, by a Chartered Accountant or Cost Accountant. 

2. It is clarified that the required certificate should be given in the proforma 
appearing in Appendix 2 of the Red Book (Vol. I) for April 1872—March 1973 
in which the coniumption of imported raw materials and components (and not 
spare parts) during April 1971—March 1972 should be furnished. The statement 
should he certified by Chartered Accountant or Cost Accountant in practice who 
should ulso indicate the c.i.f. value of stocks of imported raw materials/compo- 
nents hold by the applicant on the date on which the certificate, in question is 
issued. Applications not supported by the certificate in the prescribed form will 
be liable to be rejected. 
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3, The import requirements of units in the non-priority sector will be deter¬ 
mined by licenaing/sponsoring authorities In accordance with the import policy 
in force as applicable to such industries.
